"BISMARCK’S BLAST. 
A Sensational Letter Alleged to 
Have Been 54 by Him. 


The Ex-Chancellor on Three Gross Mis- 
takes of German Diplomacy. 


KING ALEXANDER OF SERBVIA AND THE 
GRAND DUCHESS XENIA. 


Kaiser William Injured While in an Epi- 


leptic Fit—Ex-Empress Carlotta and 


Queen Marie of Belgium—The Spanish 
Government Alarmed by Evidence of 
a Wide-Spread Republican Conspiracy 
Foreign News. 


Paris, Aug. 6.—The visit of the French fleet 
to Cronstadt and the enthusiastic reception 
accorded the French officers by all classes of 
Russian society from the Czar downward 
has, as is well known, been made the 
subject of much public and private com- 
ment as to the actual status of 
the relations between Russia and France 
and as tothe probable effect ot an offensive 
and defensive alliance between the two na- 
tions. The newspapers have published many 
letters on the subject, but a letter which ap- 
pears to-day, if written by the alleged au- 
thor, is likely to cause the subject to be dis- 
cussed at still greater length. The Figaro of 
this city has in its columns today a 
letter alleged to have been written by Prince 
Bismarck to the Russian leader of the Ger- 
man party in St. Petersburg. This letter 
makes the German ex-Ohancellor declare 
that the visit of the French Squadron to 
Cronstadt would not have occurred had he 
remained in power. The vist, the letter 
says, was the result of three 
gross mistakes of German diplomacy. The 
first mistake was the visit of the Empress 
Frederick to Paris; the second was the re- 
newal of thej Triple Alliance, which was 
divulged with such eagerness by Emperor 
William, and the third was the Emperor’s 
noisy visit to London. 


THE CZAR AND FAMILY. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 5.—The Car and 
Czarina, the Grand Duke Alexis and the Min- 
ister of War have started for Finland. They 
will make the journey inthe Imperial yacht 
Derjava. 


EX-EMPRESS CARLOTTA. 


QUEEN MARIE’S PAINFUL INTERVIEW WITH THE 
UNFORTUNATE PRINCESS. 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 5.—Interesting particulars 
have come to light concerning the interview 
between Queen Marie and the ex-Empress 
Carlotta on Monday which produced nearly a 
fatal effect on Queen Marie. H appears that 
aweek ago Monday was the thirty-fourth 
anniversary of Carilotta’s marriage to Max- 
imillian, and it has been customary for King 
Leopold and the Queen to visit the unhappy 
Princess on that day or send her some 
token to alleviate the grief which always 
overwhelms her about that time. The 
King and Queen had, by some oversight, 
omitted the usual tribute of regard, and 
Queen Marie, on Menday, concluded to pay 
Carlotta a visit. Atthetimeof the Queen’s 
arrival, Carlotta was trangull, andthe phy- 
sicilans consented to an interview. But upon 
seeing the Queen, the ex-Empress got terri- 
bly excited. She seemed to have a confused 
recollection of the fact that to Queen Marie 
had been entrusted the sad task of informing 
her of her husband’s fate, and she seemed to 
have conceived, inher unsettled mind, the 
idea that the Queen had something to do with 
his death. She broke out into awful and ap- 
palling reproaches that nearly stunned the 
Queen, and exclaiming, Give me back my 
husband, made a rush at her with out- 
stretched arms. An attendant rushed in, 
and prevented Carlotta from doing violence 
to the Queen, who was already in a 
fainting condition. Marie was carried out 
and Carlotta was put under the restraint 
that is usual when she exhibits violence. 
Queen Marie was for sometime in a critical 
condition but the improvement already noted 
continues. The ex-Empress has for some 
time past been in such a steady melancholy 
state that her attendants had no apprehen- 
sion of another excitable demonstration, and 
were greatly surprised at this one. Other- 
wise they would have put more safeguards 
around the intérview. The ex-Empress, it 
is said, devotes much of her time to painting 
and has nearly finished a picture of herself 
and Maximillian, when he was a handsome 
man of 4 and she a girlof 17. The painting 
is said, apart from its pathetic subject, to be 
of fair merit. This last outbreak has almost 
effaced any hope that she willeveragain be 
restored to reason.

BERNE, Aug. 5.—At the Swiss celebration 
here Sunday, an Englishman who assumed in 
argument with a Swiss to ridicule the story 
of William Tell, was slappedin the face and 
hustled about until he consented to apologize 
to the crowd and to William Tell. The name 
of Tell is on everybody's lips in Switzerland 
and it is evident that the tradition is cher- 
ished with the sanctity of religion. The en- 
thusiasm of the Swiss celebration has made 
adeep impression throughout Europe and 
even the official and semi-omcial press of 
Germany speak of the little Republic with 
respect. In „ the Social Democrats 
held a meeting in honor of the occasion and 
speeches were made strongly eulogizing 
Republican institutions.

THE CZAROWITZ IN DISGRACE. 


PRINCE GEORGE’S STORY OF HIS COWARDICE 
IN JAPAN. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Aug. 6.—A letter which 
was recently published in the Berlingske Die- 
tende of Copenhagen, in which Prince George 
of Greece gave a Getailed account of the 
attack made on the Czarowitz at Otso 
near Kianto, Japan, by a -fanatical Japanese 
policeman, has vastly changed estimates 
which were at first formed in this city of the 
Ozarowitz’s action upon that occasion and 
has been the means of placing him in terrible 
disgrace here. The reason for this change in 
sentiment is found in the fact that Prince 
George caused to be published, on his own ac- 
count, the attack upon the Czarowitz before 
having submitted the manuscript to imperial 
revision. The story as told by Prince George 
emphasizes certain rumors that the Czaro- 
witz did not exhibit much valor in fleeing 
from his assailant and that in his solicitude 
to escape he became panic-stricken and fell 
to the ground through sheer fright. 


THE KAISER’S MISHAP. 


SEVERE INJURIES RECEIVED DURING A RECENT 
EPILEPTIC FIT. 


Paris, Aug. 5.—It is now stated on the best 
authority that the injury to the Emperor’s 
knee which he received by falling when on 
board his yacht, the Hohenzollern, was not 
caused by his slippingon the wet deck. As 
originally announced the Emperor was 
standing at the head of the 
short steps leading from the upper 
to the main deck and was conversing with 
an officer, when he was suddenly seized with 
an epileptic fit and he fell down the steps. 
He was at once picked up and carried to his 
cabin and since then he has suffered jseverely 
from the bruises received at that time. His 


Majesty has had several of these fits since | 


he left London. As is known, he tad two or 
three whiie the guest of the English people. 
The news has caused a great deal of uneasi- 
ness. 


ALEXANDER OF SERVIA, 


THE BOY KING AND THE CZAR’S DAUGHTER, 
XENIA. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 5.—King Alexander 
of Servia is saidto have made so favorable 
an impression on the Czar that the latter 
permitted him to be introduced to his daugh- 
ter, the Grand Duchess Xenia, who is 
about the same age as Alexander, 15 
years, and the two were permitted to 
bein each others’ company during all the 
court ceremonies of the Ozarina’s name-day. 
Xenia and Alexander seemed very much 
pleased with each other. Of course there 
can be no engagement at such an early age, 
but it is said, that Alexander will go home 
with the implied promise that, if he pleases 
the Czar, he will be, in due time, the Czar’s 
son-in-law.

A HORRIBLE STORY. 


Mrs. Sheshinski’s Scheme to Get 
Her Step-Daughter’s Fortune. 


The Unfortunate Girl Kept a Prisoner 
for Several Months. 


HRS. SHESHINSEI ARRESTED AND PUT 
UNDER HEAVY BONDS. 


A Texas Forger Fighting Extradition— 
Cashier Young’s Steal—The MoLough- 
lin Murder Trial—Killed by a Des- 
perado-A Brutal Husband—Lexing- 
ton’s Mystery—Other Crimes. 


Mount CARMEL, Pa., Aug. 5.—Mrs. She- 
shinski was arrested here yesterday and 
there developed a most horrible story. There 
has been living with her Amelia, a step- 
daughter, a young woman of 25. Amelia’s 
father died when she was 8 years old, leaving 
her a large etrip of land worth many thou- 
sands of dollars. Since then Mrs. Sheshin- 
ski and her two brothers have been 
working to secure the property. 
They made the girl go out and 
pick up coal and beat her every night. She 
made several fruitless attempts to escape. 
For many months she had not been seen till 
yesterday, when the citizens of the town 
started out to search for her. In a foul cel- 
lar in the Polish part of the town they found 
the girl, She was locked in the house a 
raving maniac, begging every one not to 
kill her. The only clothing she had on was 
made of an od salt bag and on her neck 
were found several large red scars, made by 
the stepmother, who burned the girl in many 
places with a red hot poker. Evidence has 
been secured to prove that the woman and 
her brothers have triedto poison the girl, 
whose property is now said to be worth 
$50,000. Mrs. Sheshinski was held in $3,000 
Dall. 


THE GROETHE MURDER. 


ARREST OF THE MEN IMPLICATED BY TOOHEY’S 
CONFESSION, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 5.—Patrick Toohey, 
Wiliam Rockaway and Valentine Dooley 
were arrested late last nightona warrant 
sworn out by Richard McCullough, charging 
them with assault with intent to rob and 
murder August Groethe, Nov. 11, 1883, 
Toohey is the man who, last week, confessed 
the crime of Which he is now charged. In 
his confession he implicated Dooley and 
Rockaway, the other men arrested with him. 
Richard McCullough, who swore out the 
warrant against these three men, is the fath- 
er of Malcolm McCullough, the boy who, 
with Richard Puetz, was convicted of the 
crime with which these men are now 
charged. Both boys, after se three 
years, were pardoned by Gov. Rusk, through 
the efforts of Father Decker of city, who 
confided to the Governor a confession ‘made 
to him at the time by Toohey, in Which he 
confessed he committed the crime for which 
Puetz and McCullough were imprisoned. 
Young McCullough died shortly after his re- 
lease from prison. The person who made the 
confession to Father Decker was never known 
until last week, when Toohey made a public 
confession. Dooley and Rockaway protest 
their innocence and the authorities discredit 
the truth of Toohey’s confession. 


LEXINGTON’S MYSTERY. 


A MAN MURDERED AND HIS BODY PLACED OWN A 
RAILROAD TRACK.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


FARMER FREEMAN MURDERS HIS WIFE AND 
CHILD AND COMMITS SUICIDE. 

ST. JosEPH, Mo., Aug. 5.—News reached 
the city at a late hour last night ofa terrible 
tragedy at Severance, Doniphan Co., Kan. 
Investigation proved that Samuel Freeman, 
a farmer of that place, Killed his wife and 
2-year-old son, and then placing the revolver 
to his head let out his own life. Jealousy is 
assigned as the cause of the triple tragedy. 
Freeman was 50 years of age and for ten 
years held the office of road overseer. The 
killing has created considerable excitement 
in the little town of Severance and vicinity.

VETERANS AT WORK. 


Business Session of the National 
Encampment of the G. A. R. 


Commander-in-Chief "Veasey’s Report 
and Address to His Comrades. 


THE COLOR LINE IN THE SOUTHERN DE- 
PARTMENTS TOUCHED UPON. 


A Separate Department for Colored Mem- 
bers Recommended—The Judge Advo- 
cate-General’s Views—Distinguished 
Members Who Passed Away Since the 
Last Encampment—Reports of Officers 
~The Women’s Relief Corps—St. Louis 
Contingent. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 5.—The twenty-fifth 
annual encampmentof the G. A. R. met in 
formal session this morning at the mam- 
moth hall that had been set apart for the 
business deliberations of the veterans. All 
that art and cultured taste could do to make 
the building attractive had been exerted in 
the decorations which adorned the interior 
in emDiematic order, At the head of the 
hall over the platform was a large G. A. R. 
badge, flanked on either side by American 
flags, and in the rear the grand seal of the 
United States, also set between flags. 
From the ceiling hung clusters of 
the flags of all the republics in 
the world. The side walls were draped 
with cream-colored bunting and the windows 
bore curtains of lambrequins, silk and lace. 
All around the balconies hung valances of 
garnet silk, plush embroidered with silk, 
gold and arasene and tapestry fringe. The 
plush was studded with numerous sults of 
nickel plated ancient armors surrounded 
with groups of American flagsof the army 
and navy and by American shields with silver 
wreaths of laurel. On the two band- 
stands were suspended blue silk 
banners known as the presiden- - 
tial banners, being the especial emblems 
of honor hung out upon a visit from the Pres- 
ident of the United States. The sidesof the 
trusses ofthe buildingand the walls below 
the balconies were hung with cream-colored 
bunting, on which were placed the seals of 
all the States and Territories, each sur- 
rounded by silk flags and gilt edges. At 
other appropriate points were numerous 
flags and other decorations. At the bottom 
ofeach truss were clusters of incandescent 
lamps which, when lighted, will give rare 
effect to the interior, 

THE ATTENDANCE. 

Despite the immensity of the hall it was 
crowded to its utmost capacity by the multi- 
tude of veterans attracted by the momentous 
questions to be settleu at this encampment of 
the order. It was fully understood that the 
race question might be precipitated inthe 
deliberations at any moment and come the 
object of acrimonious discussion; and this 
impending problem, together with the pro- 
jected revision of the constitution, combined 
to heighten the general interest in the pro- 
ceedings. Afew minutes before the hour of 
opening Gen. Veazey and his staff entered 
the hall and were escorted to the 
grand stand. The appearance of the 
Commander-in-Chief was the signal for gen- 
erous applause anda minute later the two 
bands burst forth In an inspiring military air 
in harmony with the martial scene. On call- 
ing the assemblage to order the Commander- 
in-Chief announced the formal opening of the 
twenty-fifth annual encampment of the G. A. 
R., and directed the Adjutant-General to call 
the roll of departments. Every State and 
Territory inthe Union—not even excepting 
far off Alaska—was represented and the roll 
showed the fullest attendance of delegates in 
the history of the organization. The open- 
ing address of the Commander-in-Chief was 
listened to in rapt attention by the assembled 
veterans. 2

Falling an appropriation by Congress, it is 
suggested that a trust fund be established or 
the maintenance of the cottage be msured 
by charging a fee to visitors. 

The questions of creating a memorial hall 
at Decatur, III., the birthplace ofthe G. A. R., 
was brought up in the way of a recommenda- 
tion that this encampment take action to aid 
the project so well started. 

PENSION BILLS. 

In regard to the disability pension Dill 
passed by the last Congress, Gen, Veazey 
said that while it was not the wisest, it cer- 
tainly was a liberal measure. The labors of 
the G. A. R. Pension Committee were also 
reviewed. 

The Oommander-in-Chief urged this en- 
campment to renew the effort to procure an 
amendment to the revised statutes which 
will give preference to appointments to civil 
office in The case of Union veterans, ‘‘*to per- 
sons discharged from the military or naval 
service by reason of disability resulting from 
wounds or sickness incurred in the line of 
duty,’’ to the effect that honorable service 
shall count for something in appointments 
when all other things are equal. 

The Commander-in-Chief closed his address 
with a feeling reference to the observance of 
Memorial Day and the high principles which 
actuate the G. A. R. The declaration of the 
Commander-in-Chiefin favor of the estab- 
lishment of departments of the G. A. R. for 
the negro veterans created a decided sensa-

ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S REPORT. 

Adjutant-General J. H. Goulding’s report 
for the year ending July 30 shows that there 
are in the order forty-five departments, with 
7,400 posts and 398,067 comrades in good stand - 
ing. The sum expended fn charities during 
the year was $333,699, against $217,057 the pre- 
vious year. There have been 5,530 deaths this 
year, against 5,479 in 1890. The total appar- 
ent membership is 444,307. Suspensions, de- 
linquencies and transfers bring the member- 
ship down to 398,607. The Adjutant-General 
believes that if departments select the best 
men for Adjutants and Quartermasters and 
adopt longer tenures of office, the order can 
be greatly strengthened, and the member- 
ship raised to 600,000 or 700,000 within five 
years as there are more than 1,200,000 old sol- 
diers now living. The questionof a sinking 
fund to meet the emergencies of old age with 
its diminishing membership and dues is 
worthy of consideration. It is recommended 
that national encampments be held not 
earlier in the year than Aug. 30, to allow more 
time for maxing up the national reports after 
Gepartment reports are received. 

QUARTERMASTER GENERAL’S REPORT. 

In his annual report Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral John Taylor gave the reports for the 
fiscal year as $39,100; expenditures, $387,296; 
balance, $1,804. The assets of the organi- 
gation he gave as $24,711. The posts, he said, 
as a general rule, were prompt in meeting 
their obligations, and the financial future of 
the order was apparently a bright one. 

The report of the Judge- Advocate-General 
derives its chief interest from his decision on 
the vexed race question. As his conclusions 
differ from the recommendations of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the dispute is only further 
complicated. The decision is as follows: 

The question proposed is whether there can 
lawfully be two 8 covering the same ter- 
ritory at the same time, for instance a department 
made p of white posts and another 
of : one of foreign 
born and of native born. 
I think the question must be answered iu the nega- 
tive. 1. The idea is contrary to the usage and uni- 
versal understanding of the order hitherto. .2. e 
rules and reguiations (chapter 2, art. 3, sec. 1) 
provide for precinct organizations to be desig- 
pated by names and numbers indicating that 
there may be several posts in the same place. But 
sec. 2 of the same article provides for State organ- 
izations to be known as Department of (name of 
State or Territory), Grand Army of the Re- 
public. N other name designa- 
tion is contem plated or provided for. 
If a second State organization be formed in any State 
it would have the same name precisely, without addi- 
tion or diminution, as the first, if the regulation is 
followed. If additional departments in States may be 
formed on lines of color or of birth they may 
on lines of personal followings or personal 
antipathies, or upon disagreements of any kind. But 
without adverting farther to the obvious evils lixely 
to follow from establishing rival departments in any 
State, it is enough that itis very clear that the rules 
and regulations do not provide for or warrant the 
establishment of but one department in any State or 
Territory. 

INSPECTOR-GENERAL’S REPORT. 

Inspector General J. W. Burst, in his re- 
port, complained of the inadequate facilities 
afforded his department to perform its duties 
because of the changes inthe dates of in- 
spection constantly made by the National En- 
campment. He had been able to secure re- 
ports of inspection from only a part of the 
posts, but such as had been inspected were 
in good condition. 

SURGEON-GENERAL’S REPORT. 

B. F. Stevenson, Surgeon-General, reported 
the number of deaths in the order, as far as 
reported during the year, to be 2,157, among 
them being those eminent comrades, William 
Tecumseh Sherman, Admiral David D. Por- 
ter, and Gens. Chas. Devins, E. 
F. Noyes, John W. Fuller, John Me- 
Nell. In regard to the pension list Dr. 
Stevenson read a letter from Commissioner 
Raum, giving the number of pensioners now 
upon the rolls and the amount paid by the 
Government for pensions during the present 
fiscal year, Summarized it is: 

Pensioners on the rolis May 31, 1891—Army in- 
vyalids, 45,615; widows, 105,759; navy invalids,

WOMEN’S RELIEF CORPS. 


THE NINTH NATIONAL CONVENTION IN SESSION 
AT DETROIT TO-DAY. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 6.—Over 700 fine-look- 
ing women, a large majority of whom had 
many silver threads in their hair, were gath- 
ered in the Church of Our Father this morn- 
ing when the Ninth National Convention of 
the Women’s Relief Corps was called to order 
by Mrs. Mary Sears Micheney of Dennison, 
Io., the National President, In her address 
of welcome and review she dwelt upon 
the necessity of keeping before Congress 
the needs of the army nurses and de- 
plored the failure year after year of the ef- 
forts to extend to these deserving women the 
benefits of the pension laws. Congress, she 
said, should pass a special pension law for 
them, andtothat end the record should be 
completed as soon as possible. So far 26,000 
names were enrolled, but of 18,000 more there 
was no record whatever. The speaker made 
reference to the fact that considerable work 
was being done among the colored 
people and that corps auxiliary to 
Posts of colored veterans had within a year 
been organized as follows: 12 in Virginia, 
4 in the Carolinas, s in Florida, 3 in Louisiana, 
2 in Tennessee, 1 each in Georgia, Arkansas 
and Mississippi. 

National Secretary Hannah Plimpton of 
Iowa next presented her report, showing a 
total membership of 77,779, divided into 2,022 
corps, and covering nearly every State and 
Territory. Owing tothe delinquent reports, 
which were a discredit to the order,there had 
been a loss of 821 corps, representing a mem- 
bership of 12,841, during the year. The gen- 
eral and relief funds on hand aggregated 
160,828.

FATAL TERMINATION OF THE OFFICER’S 
DESPERATE STRUGGLE LAST WEEK. 


Mrs. Mary Muehlheim Sues Her Stepson 
for Slander—The Rate of Assessment 
in St. Clair County, III., Raised 15 and 
30 per Cent Respectively—Belleville 
Notes. 


Richard Fitzgerald, who was injured by 
Officer Peter Fahey in a fight in the O. & M. 
yards last week, died this morning at St, 
Mary’s Hospital. The officer attempted to 
arrest Fitzgerald, who came into 
the city on a freight train and appeared 
to be a tramp, but the latter attacked 
him, and after knocking him down, took his 
club away from him. A desperate struggle 
ensued, the officer trying to draw his re- 
volver and the assailant endeavoring to pre- 
vent him from doing so, The outcome was 
that Fahey shot the man twice, once in the 
right cheek and again on the top o f the head, 
the bullet fracturing though not penetrat- 
ing the skull. At the beginning of the strug- 
gle the officer had clubbed Fitsgerald. and it 
was afterwards found three blows had caused 
fractures of the skull in addition to that 
made bythe bullet. Fitzgerald never lost 
consciousness, but gave up to the officers, 
and after his wounds were bandaged was 
removed to the hospital. He appeared to 
have an iron constitution and showed a 
tenacity to life that was astonishing. The

hours, but his vitality surprized 
them.

The People of North St. Louis Mean to 
Drive Out the Stench-Makers of the 
Bottom Lands Above the Water Works 
—Why They Have Been Patient in the 
Past—Atthe Health Office. 


Ifthe half that is told of the nauseating 
odor that springs from the Lowell district be 
true, then the people of North st. Louis have 
been patient and long-suffering. The com- 
plaints are not confined to individuals. A 
whole community is protesting. East winds 
are never balmy at best, but east winds in 
st. Louis, say the residents south of Bremen 
avenue, carry on their wings perfumes that 
would cause an ostrich to lose his appetite 
and make a Kerry Patch goat give up interest 
in his breakfast of tin cans and decayed hoop- 
skirts. 

A resident of that section, speaking of the 
puisance this morning, said: When the 
wind sets from the east, outdoor amuse- 
ments of summer evenings are out of the 
question. Everybody seexs the shelter of 
closed doors and windows, preferring to 
ewelter in hot rooms to gulping down the 
distilled nectar of Lowell’s great industries. 
Life in that part of the city has long been a 
burden, and that it has been so patiently 
borne is due to the fact thata large part of 
the residents on the adjacent bluffs and the 
plateau lying west and northwest are owners 
of the property they occupy, and they feared 
that to give much publicity to 
their grievance woald call attention 
to the curse of the locality and 
cause great depreciation in values. It was 
hoped that the owners of the stench-produc- 
ing factories would in time be induced to in- 
troduce appliances which would in a large 
degree mitigate the abomination. 

Time has shown that they waited in vain, 
and now they areupin arms and want the 
facts given the widest publicity. A dead set 
is to be made against the offending concerns, 
and the hands of the Health officials will be 
strengthened in their efforts to stop further 
operation of the rendering works unde pres- 
ent conditions. 

THE POLITICAL PULL. 

One feature of the fight has not received 
much attention, butitisa salientone. The 
‘soap greasers,’ as all the men who delve 
in the Lowell works are called by their 
neighbors on the hills, are a potent factor in 
the politics of the Twenty-sixth Ward. The 
operators have a pull because they control a 
large number of votes which is always 
thrown against that manor party arrayed 
on the side opposed to their pungent calling. 
At the last spring election an effort was made 
to commit the candidates of that ward for the 
House of Delegates on the question of 
stench or anti-stench. The effort was any- 
thing rather than a howling success. The 
candidates dodged the issue, andit would 
be hard indeed to force any man in that ward 
who is seeking office to set his face against 
the vested interests of the malaria-breeding 
barons ofthe lowlands. The political pull 
will be used for all itis worth in the contest 
now opening between the owners of the of- 
fending factories and Health Officer Dudley. 

There is an ordinance forbidding the 
erection or maintenance of any slaughter- 
house or rendering works within 1,000 yards 
ofa public park, and on the efficacy of this 
city law some of the people in the locality af- 
fected rely for ‘relief. O’Fallon Park lies 
within that limit, and the proposed water- 
works place is less than half that distance 
from one ot the vilest smelling nuisances of 
the lot. 


Commissioner Dudley's Position. 


Health Oommissioner Dudley has not yet 
instituted proceedings against the maintain- 
ers of the Lowell nuisances. He said to-day 
that the board had to give the 
owners a fair notice and that the 
limit would soon expire. The board will 
bring the owners into court toexplain why 
they have ignored the order of the Board of 
Health to abate the nuisance. The board 
has the right under the charter to 
abate nuisances to the public health and 
Commissioner Dudley says the law will be 
carried out to the letter. He hag not yet de- 
cided when to begin p ings, but says it 
will not be long. 

There is not the slightest doubt of the right 
of. the health officials to take this action. 
Their powers are clearly defined and, in fact, 
the contemplated action is mandatory. The 
unclean places must either quit business or 
use such appliances as ll render their 
odors less offensive. 

The soap works and rendering houses do 
not seem to be greatly exercised at the turn 
the matter is ing. They are to-day belch- 
ing out their ar perfumes, and a gentle - 
man from the North End, seen at the Cit 
Hall to-day, said that this morning Lowe 
was wafting her fragrance abroad as far asa 
stiff east wind could bear it.

THE NORTHEAST CORNER OF MARKET 
AND NINTH STREETS SOLD. 


Philip A. Bamberger Pays $700 a Foot 
for the Premises—Raising the Rent on 
Real Estate Agents—Sales of the Day 
—Personals. 

Interest in Market street business property 


was,revived to-day by the purchase of the 
oe Hotel premises at the northeast 

of Ninth street, by Philip A. Bam- 
berger for $20,000. Although the improve- 
ments are old and have practically outlasted 
the requirements of the improving business 
character ofthe street, they are nevertheless 
producing a good return upon the invest- 
ment under a five-year lease, which the pur- 
chaser says will be allowed to run its full 
course without any interruption by him; at 
the end of the term there is no telling what 
he may do with the property. It has 
a frontage of twenty-nine feet 
on the north line of Market 
street by a depth of 80 feet along the east side 
of Ninth to a - foot alley. The old improve- 
ments include a four-story brick building on 
the main frontage, dropping gradually to the 
height of a two-story brick and frame struct- 
ure on therear portion of the lot. G. H. 
Timmerman was the grantor, the price per 
front foot that he sold for being a fraction 
over $700. The opposite corner, a large piece 
of vacant ground fronting over 100 feet on 
Market, is held at $1,000a foot, the owner 
having only recently refused an offer of $900 a 
foot for it. This same vacant site was put 
up for sale at auction about three 
years ago, at which time the owner could 
not get an oger of $500 a foot forthe ground. 
There has beena great change since then, 
however,in Market street values. Within 
the period named, more particularly within 
the past two years, a great deal 
of the property between Fourth and 
Ninth streets has changed ownership 
at steadily advancing prices. Nearly all the 
recent buyers talkeda good deal about mak- 
ing extensive improvements at the time of 
these purchases, but nothing of any special 
importance in the building line has 
been undertaken so far. One or 
two temporary structures have been 
erected pendin the future business 
development of the street and each of these 
new places are now occupied at high rentals 
for business purposes, which indicates that 
there is a demand for a better class of build- 
ings and that they would y good returns 
upon their cost.

WORK OF THE FOREIGN COMMITTEE 


NOW IN EUROPE, 


Important Duties of the Commissioners 
Representing the Treasury Depart- 
ment—Arranging For the Transit and 
Admission of Foreign Exhibits. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 5.—While the 
World’s Fair Commissioners, Mr. Butter- 
worth and his associates are visiting the sev- 
eral capitais of Europe and giving their at 
tention to the general aspects of the under- 
taking a very important work is being done 
in detail by the three commissioners, who di- 
rectly represent the Treasury Department in 
connection with the admission of foreign ex- 
hibits, Gen. Grosvenor, Prof. Ellis and Mr. 
Butler. These gentlemen are visiting the 
United States Ministers, Consuls and Con- 
sular agents in all the principal cities and 
towns, both in Great Britain and 
on the Continent and familiarizing 
themselves not only with the 
scopes of the exhibits ina general way, but 
particularly with the regulations which will 
govern the transit, admission and reship- 
ments of the goods of foreign exhibitors. 
They are coming directly in contact with the 
officials appointed by the various foreign 
Governments to represent those Governments 
in connection with the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, and in many cases they reach and con- 
fer with intending exhibitors themselves. In 
many instances they are invited to appear 
before Boards of Trade and other commer- 
cia] bodies as representatives of the United 
States Government for the purpose 
of explaining all the arrangements 
touching foreign exhibits and on those 
occasions they are plied with numberless 
questions which indicate the interest that is 
felt in the enterprise. They report to the 
Treasury Department that any apparent 
absence of interest manifested hitherto seems 
to have been due rather to a lack of informa- 
tion than to any indisposition to participate. 
They state, among other things, that a satis- 
factory volume of foreign exhibits would be 
greatly facilitated if it were possible to in- 
form exhibitors beforehand of the exact cost 
of transportation from the several ports of 
Europe to Chicago and return. The exposi- 
tion being located in an interior city 
new questions in this respect are 
raised which did not have tobe met in any 
former instance. The recommendation is 
made that the Exposition authorities lose no 
time in arranginga uniform scale of transit 
charges with the several leading transporta- 
tion companies so that intending foreign 
exhibitors may know as early as practicable 
just what to depend upon and be able to esti- 
mate with reasonable accuracy the expense 
which they aretoincur. The Treasury rep- 
resentatives are doing much to remove mis- 
apprehensions which had arisen out of hostile 
or ignorant comment from various sources. 

THE FOREIGN COMMITTEE IN BERLIN. 

Berirm, Aug. 5.—The Foreign Committee of 
the Chicago Columbian Exhibition have done 
much good in this city In arousing interest 
among the officials and merchants in the 
World's Fair. Asis generally known, it had 
been decided before the arrival of the com- 
mittee in Berlin that Germany would be 
represented at the Fair, but the 
efforts of the committee, who have been 
greatly aided by Mr. Wm. Walter Pheips, the 
American Minister, have resulted in much 
greater interest being taken on all sides, and 
a Getermination that the German exhibit 
shall be worthy of the great nation that 
sends it, and a matter of pride to the thou- 
sands of Germans who have left the father- 
land and made their homes in the 
United States. After the work of 
the committee is finished in Berlin 
the members will divide into several 
parties, some of whom will visit Vienna and 
others Austrian and Hungarian cities, while 
others will go to Italy, Sweden and Switzer- 
land. The party which will visit Berne, 
Geneva and the other Swiss manufacturing 
centers has received a special invitation to 
visit the electrical exhibition which is now 
being held at Frankfort. The party will 
probably accept the invitation and will en- 
dea vor to induce some of the exhibitors at 
Frankfort to prepare exhibits for the Chicago 
Fair.

ATTACKED BY MUSKRATS. 


A YOUNG FARMER’S TERRIBLE E- 
COUNTER WITH THE RODENTS. | 


Swarms of the Vicious Animals Sink Their 
Teeth Into His Flesh—Safety Sought in 
Flight—Fatal Blood Poisoning Follows 
and Death Ensues. 


LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., Aug. 5.—Samuel Laf- 
lin, who had such a desperate encounter with 
muskrats last Friday evening, is dead. His 
adventure is one of the most remarkable on 
record, and its fatal result adds to its thrill- 
ing interest. Young Laflin was a farmer, liv- 
ing on the bank of the Ohio, a few miles from 
this city, near where the stream called Ho- 
gan’s Creek flows into the river. 

Young Laflin spent last Friday on the banks 
of Hogan Creek fishing. He was not very 
successful, andasthe sun dropped down in 
the west helaidthe two fish he had caught 
on the bank and meandered up the creek. 
He returned in a short time only to discover 
that the fish were gone. 

Samuel was angered at this, and he made 
up his mind to find those fsh ff they were 
anywhere in the neighborhood. Finally he 
saw the tail of one of the fish protruding from 
beneath a ledge of rock just at the water’s 
edge. Heat once beganto tear away the 
rock and earth from above the fish, when to 
his surprise he found anest of muskrats 
nearly full grown. The young rodents had 
pulled the fish into their hole as far as their 
size would permit and had begun to make a 
meal of them. 

When Laflin broke into their hiding place 
the baby rats began to squealin fright, and 
the cries attracted the attention of the parent 
rodents who were in the neighborhood. 
With screams the little animals, anxious to 
save their young, attacked the farmer, snap- 
ping with their long, sharp teeth at his 
hands and arms. Their cries attracted other 
rats near by, and from a dozen nests came 
answering cries that foretold a united attack 
upon the common enemy. 

Before Laflin could realize his danger the 
fierce little animals were upon him, biting 
his face, neck and limbs. The farmer yelled 
with pain, and struck, stamped and kicked 
at the rats, but they hung on like so many 
bulldogs until he was bleeding from a score 
of wounds. 

Faint from fright and loss of blood the 
young man knew that his only hope was in 
flight, and with a dozen of the ferce assail- 
ants still clinging to him he staggered down 
the stream, leaving the little animals victors 
of the field. Laflin killed many of the rats in 
his desperate fight, but when one fell another 
took its place. Asif by instinct they sought 
to bite his throat, and it was only by shieid- 
ing this vital portion of his body at the ex- 
pense of his hands and arms that Lafiin got 
away alive. 

After the battle the farmer walked to his 
home, four miles away, and though badly 
bitten all over his face and body, refused to 
see a physician. Next day, however, he was 
terribly swollen and his eyes were closed by 
the bites around them. 

There was scarcely any portion of the

POPULARIZING THE SENATE. 

The action of Maryland’s State Conven- 
tionin heading its State ticket with the 
name of Senator GORMAN as the party 
nominee for United States Senator was in 
accordance with the example set by the 
Illinois Democrats last year. If State con- 
ventions of both parties would make it a 
rule to name their candidates for United 
States Senator in connection with their 
State legislative nominations, the election 
of Senators wonld be brought as near 
to the people as that of President 
is, and we believe the result would be a 
great improvement in the Senate. 

It would put an end to the election of Sen- 
ators who could not get the nomination 
from a State convention or an indorsement 
from the voters of their party. There are 
too many men of that kind now in the 
Senate, and there isa loud call from the 
people for some means of getting them out 
and keeping them out. A party so desti- 
tute of Senatorial material that it dares 
not insert the name of its candidate for 
Senator in its State ticket, is the only one 
likely to object to this much needed re- 
form in the election of United States Sena - 
tors. 

A Senator holds his office for six years. 
During all that time, as a member of a 
small legislative body with a veto on the 
acts of the people's immediate representa- 
tives and on the President's appointments, 
a Senator chosen without notice to the 
people of his candidacy, and without re- 
gard to the people's preferences, can mis- 
represent the will of the people of a State. 
Such power ought not to be conferred 
upon any man until his qualification for 
such an exceptional trust has been con- 
sidered and approved by the voters. 

It is the most conspicuous anomaly in 
our system of government. The people of 
this country did not long submit to the 
election of a four-year President by elec- 
toral colleges uninstructed by popular 
vote. They found a way toissue and en- 
force such instructions, and are likely to 
do the same thing with reference to the 
election of Senators by the State Legisla- 
tures. It would have been done long ago, 
if the legislative sale or gift of Senator- 
ships to plutocrats previously unknown in 
politics were not such a new and excep- 
tional thing. 

The warning has been given, however, 
and unless political parties make it a rule 
to nominate their Senators in State Con- 
vention, the movement for a constitutional 
amendment providing for the choice of 
Senators by direct popular vote will gain 
momentum and ultimately sweep the 
country. 
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Sr. Louis has not much to boast of in 
the way of municipal government, but it 
seems to be a decided improvement on the 
Chicago article. Vouchers for about 5400, - 
000 are due in the Water Department of the 
Windy City and there is not a cent. in the 
Treasury with which to meet them. The 
Mayor is at a summer resort, the Comp- 
troller is in Europe and the other officials 
are either away or helpless, while the con- 
tractors and employes threaten to quit 
work and let the citizens whistle for 
water. Chicago mismanagement is be- 
coming proverbial.

THE Republican City Convention of In- 
dianapolis, which met last week, declined 
to entertain resolutions indorsing the Har- 
rison administration. They were smoth- 
ered in committee on account of the bit- 
terness which, it was feared, would be 
aroused by their introduction.

MUST GET THE ZOO. 


The Fair Grounds Animals Should Go 
to Forest, Park. 


PROMPT ACTION NECESSARY TO CARRY 
OUT THE PLANS. 


The Proposition Heartily Indorsed by All 
Classes — Ways in Which It Can Be 
Done—What the Lindell and Missouri 
Railways Should Contribute Toward 
the Success of the Scheme. 


Here is the chance of a city’s lifetime. 

The Fair Grounds Association wants to get 
rid of its xzodlogical collection, and it 
has advertised the animals for sale. 
It has no idea of making money 
by the transaction, but it was found that it 
costs too much to maintain the animals, and 
it simply wants to get them off its hands. 

They certainly should be kept in the city, 
and it is proposed to add them to the 
small collection of animals already in Forest 
Park, and so make a good start towards a 
complete soological garden. Everybody 
wants to see this done. St. Louis is too 
big a city to remain without such an 
attraction. All other large cities in Europe 
and in this country have fine zoological at- 
tractions. Berlin has a great inclosure 
full of animals of all sorts, so has 
Paris and London also. Philadelphia has 
Fairmount Park, New York Oentral Park, 
Chicago Lincoln Park, and even small as Oin- 
cinnati igit has a zoological collection of 
which it ig justly proved. Forest Park is the 
one place in St. Louis for such an attraction. 
It ig the great park of the city, the one 
whi¢h visitors see and talk of after they have 
gone. Strangers come here and wonder why 
the park has so few animals, and in spite of 
its beauty compare it disadvantageously on 
that account with the parks of 
other cities. Now the opportunity 
comes to make the park equalin this respect 
to those elsewhere, and the only question is 
how to do it. 

There are several ways in which it may 
be done, but one must be chosen quickly. 

The city may buy the animals itself. The 
Assembly is in session and a bill appropriat- 
ing the necessary amount of money may be 
pushed through in time for an agent of the 
Comptroller to attend the auction a 
week from next Saturday and buy the 
animals thatare wanted. If this plan isto 
be carried out, nota day is ta he lost before 
introducing the bill. Then a few meetings of 
the Assembly will have to be held, and 
enough members must be induced to attend 
to make up a quorum at the two special meet- 
ings which will be required. 

Another plan will depend for its suecess up- 
on the business enterprise of P. C. Mafitt, 
manager of the Missouri street railways, and 
George D. Oapen, manager of the Lindell 
Railway. 

These two companies control the transpor- 
tation to the park, running into it by four dif- 
ferent ways. They know by experience how 
well it pays to fill the park with 
attractions which will bring outthe people, 
and it ought to be patent to them that a zoo- 
logical exhibit in the park would 
double their business. The two companions 
would be neglecting a great opportunity if 
they fall to get the animals for the park. 
They can do it by active and prompt co-op- 
eration with Park Commissioner Fechter or by 
buying the whole collection themselves and 
presenting it tothe city if they see that the 
municipal officials are not moving rapidly 
enough in the matter, 

The Fair Grounds Association has profited 
greatly, again and again, by franchises 
from the city, and it expects to 
ask other privileges. The association 

can well afford to meet any proposition from 
the city or its representatives half way in 
arranging a transfer of the animals from the 
Fair Grounds to Forest Park. 

The zoological gardens of other cities will 
have agents at the sale, and unless, by some 
means, the animalsare secured before that 
time most of them will be bought and taken 
away. 

St. Louis can ill bear this loss. 
be done about it? 

Below are expressions which indicate how 
popular is the plan of establishing the ani- 
mals in Forest Park. 

MR. WALDBRIDGE’S STRONG ENDORSEMENT. 

Counciiman C. P. Waldbridge was seen 
this morning regarding the proposed addi- 
tion of zoological gardens to Forest Park, and 
discussed the matter very fully. He said: 

It it ig a question of the city’s losing such 
an attraction, unlessit can be secured for 
Forest Park, I say by all means buy the 
animals and place them there if the city has 
money tospare for such a purpose. I have 
not looked deeply into the matter as yet, and 
60 do not want to commit myself too far. but 
in my opinion St. Louis cannot at present af- 
ford to lose any of ts distinctive features or 
attractions for visitors. The city is growing 
rapidly; it is making especial efforts 
just at present and for the next 
three years to make its fall 
festivities as complete as possible in every 
way, is spending lots of money to attract 
visitors here during that season, and it would 
not do te allow such a widely-known at- 
traction as the Zoological Gardens to go out 
of existence for want offinancial support, I 
believe it ig the custom in other cities for the 
municipality to support zoological gardens 
in one of the city parks, 
while in St. Louls the gardens 
have always been supported by a business 
corporation. If the city can afford to as- 
‘sume the expense, I think it would be wise to 
purchase the animals atthe approaching 
sale, and place them in Forest Park. As a 
St. Louisan, I have always felt proud of our 
Zoological gardens, and should be sorry to 
see them disappear, after the years of growth 
and development it has required to 
bring them to their present condition. 
think a great many people have the same 
feeling towards the Zoological Gardens, an d 
when it comes to a prospect of losing that at- 
traction altogether there should be a strong 
effort put forth to prevent such loss. IfI had 
convenient the necessary facts and papers 
regarding the city’s ability to 
make such a purchase I would 
be able to speak with more certainty 
on the advigability of its establishing the 
garden in Forest Park. It is altogethera 
question of money. There ig no doubt that 
the city should not lose such an attraction at 
thistime. It is true that it would entaila 
heavy expense, but then St. Louis is growing 
rapidly and expects to grow more rapidly 
for the next three years. A growing city 
with a growing business requires a deal of 
money to keep it running in proper shape. 

COUNCILMAN SLOAN SEEN. 

Councilman John A. Sloan had been study- 
ing the problem of how the city was to own 
its Zoological Gardens. 

I would favor every citizen going down in 
his own pocket to help place the animals in 
Forest Park, he said, but I would not like 
to place such a Onancial responsibility upon 
the city at present, as I believe the money ig 
needed in other pressing ways. But 1 favor 
the plan, asI favor any scheme to further 
beautify and improve the city. I think, 
however, thet money should first be spent to 
thoroughly beautify the park itself, We 
could get the animals there at any time. It 
would mean considerable expense to the city 
to take charge of the animals from the Fair 
Grounds, and I don’t think we would be jus- 
tified in placing the responsibility upon the 
city at present. Otherwise I think it would 
be a good for the city — — 
zoological garden in Forest Park and 
favor its doing 0.“

DELEGATE KATE’S VIEWS. 

Delegate Kaye said that the suggestion to 
buy the Fair Grounds animals for Forest 
Park was an excellent one. Forest Park ts 
one of the finest institutions in tne land, and 
the city can afford to be liberal in continuing 
it as an attractive place, he re- 
marked. Wwe o t to have butldings 
out there for lions, tigers, elephants, bears 
and all the other animals, and the city ought 
to get a good collection of them, The children 
like to look at animals, and there ought to be 
an assortment out there of sufficient sige to 
make it an attraction. The city ought to buy 
the Fair Grounds animals apd keep on buy- 
ing until it secures a class 200 too. 

DELEGATE AN'S IDEAS. 

Delegate Julius Lehman of the Eighteenth 
Ward said that he was heartily in favor of 
the idea of establishing a zoological feature 
to accompany the other attractions in 
Forest Park. 1 don’t know anything 
about the cost., he said, dut I 
think we are able to maintain such an ex- 
hibit without injuring the city treasury to any 
extent. Chicago has a splendid oo in Lin- 
coln Park and New York has one in 
Central Park, and I think we ought 
to have one in Forest Park. 
If the city can buy these animaisata small 
figure we ought to get them. They will cer 
tainly add to the attractive features of 
Forest Park, a garden spot we have reason 
to feel proud of.’’ 

CONGRESSMAN COBB FOR IT. 

Congressman Seth W. Cobb: I'm heartily 
in favor of the plan. I said, when I first 
read of it, ‘That’s a good idea;’ and 
I'm the more impressed with it 
as 1 think of it. Iwilido anything I can to 
help it along till all the arrangements are 
made. But I notice that the Park 
Commissioner seems inclined to take 
only the ruminant animals, 
I think we ought to buy the whole lot, every- 
thing the Fair Grounds wants to sell, espec- 
lally the monkeys. Why, think of the thou- 
sands of little children who would be de- 
lighted by the monkeys if we had them out in 
Forest Park, Weneed the animals out there 
badly, and we ought to buy everyone of 
them. 

E. O. Stanard: ou can represent me as a 
strong friend of the proposition. We ought 
to take all of those animals when they are 
sold, In Forest Park a hundred people will 
see them where one saw them at the Fair 
Grounds, The officials of the city should not 
hesitate to selige this opportunity. It is the 
best opportunity they will ever have of 
equipping the city with a soological garden, 
and every town of the size of thig should 
have such an institution. 

Redmond Cleary: ‘‘By all means let the 
city get the animals. I haven't given a par- 
ticle of thought to the details, and have only 
a general idea of the cost, but that, I under- 
stand, would not go beyond the city’s means. 
Forest Park is the great popular resort of the 
city. Shaw’s Garden is not open on Sunday, 
and is besides inaccessible. Forest Park can 
be reached easily, andis already attractive, 
but we want more attractions. [I hope the 
PosT- DISPATCH Can manage the scheme toa 
successful termination.’’ 

CITIZENS EXPRESS THEMSELVES. 

Cashier Walker Hill, American National 
Bank: ‘‘OCertainly, we ought to have the 
animals in Forest Park. New York, Phila- 
delphia, Cincinnati and Chicago all have zoo- 
logical gardens of the kind this would give 
us, and they add greatly to the reputation 
of those cities. 

George Wright, P. Wright & Sons: There 
couldn't be a better idea. Nothing is so 
popular in the way of a place of resort asa 
zoological garden. Why, in London, in ad- 
dition, tothe public animal gardens, there 
is one maintained by private capital for 
scientific purposes which is open to the pub- 
lic on certain days in the week. The city 
ought to buy the collection. 

Harry La Shorn: The plan appeared to 
find popular favor as soon as the Post-Dis- 
PATCH broached the idea. I have heard dozens 
of people talking about the proposition and 
applauding it since the Post-DIsPATCH made 
the suggestion. 

Joseph R. Tierney: It's a shame that the 
city hasn't done this before. All the park 
needs to make it the most attractive in the 
world is a zoological collection.“ 

Thomas R. Harvey: If popular indorse- 
ment of the idea ig the only thing necessary 
to make the plan succeed it ought to go 
through without meeting the least obstable. 
The Post-DisPaTtcH has expressed a desire 
that is generally felt. Buy the animals and 
see how crowded the park will be.“ 

George Thompson: The city would be im- 
mensely benefited by the thing. We oughtn’'t 
tobe behind the other large cities of the 
country in this respect. The town could well 
afford the expense. 

Jesse A. MeDonald: ‘‘I should think it 
would be hard to find any business or profes- 
sional man in the city who doesn’t look on it 
asa good plan. Ihave heard nothing but 
approval of it.’’ 

Joseph Gerardi: ‘‘If Forest Park had enough 
animals in it to make it a good zoological 
garden thousands of people would go out 
there who never get out now and a good deal 
would be added to the attractiveness of St. 
Louis. People who are strangers here fre- 
quently ask about the zoological garden and 
wonder why there is not a better one. If the 
city bought these animals and started the 
collection it would be added toat intervals 
until we got one we could be proud of. 

WILL BENEFIT THE MASSES. 

Mr. Webb M. Samuel, eX-President oi the 
Merchants’ Exchange, said: ‘‘lam in favor 
ot u. Forest Park should be made as attrac- 
tive as possible for the public. Five years 
ago about the only people to be seen at the 
park were those who owned their 
own carriages or could afford to pat- 
ronize the livery stables and now the park 
is accessible by means of the street car lines 
to the poor as well the rich and allean enjoy 
italike. The greatest benefitis of course to 
be derived from it by the poor people, and I 
don’t know of any greater attraction the 

ark could have than a good zoological gar- 

en. Iam heartily in favor ot the proposed 
project to enlarge the collection of animals 
now there and make it @ first-class zoolog- 
ical department.’’ 
HEARBILY INDORSED IT. 

Mr. Michael McEnnis, another ex-President 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, also gave the 
project his hearty indorsement. ‘‘The cost 
of the goological garden should be placed 
within certain limits,’’ he said, ‘*but I don’t 
think the of keeping up a 
very good collection of animals would 
cost very much. Nearly every large 
city hes a soological garden, and 
everyone knows how popular they are. 1 
have been in the one at Liv and also 
the big one in London, and are both 
very fine and I don’t think we can afford to 
lose the little one we have and 2 Fair As- 
sociation is going to a 
garden, the vty should take it off the aggo- 
ciation's hand. At any rate, an effort should 
be made to save the animals for the city.

A ZOOLOGIST’S OPINION. 

Zoologist Eugene Haas: Most of the ant 
mals that are gale could be taken care of 
in the park without putting the city toany 
additional expense, but there are others at 
the Fair Grounds which the city could not 
take care of in the park without building 
more houses for them, where they could be 
sheltered and kept warm. I suppose, though, 
if the city got those other animals it would 
be easy enough to arrange for their Keep. 
First get them, and the other things will 
come afterwards.’’ 

Judge T. P. Bashaw: ‘‘I wish I had more 
time to say whatan excellent plan 1 think it 
is. The men who carry it through will be re- 
garded as public benefactors.’’ — 

Hugh C. Rose: It's a great scheme. I 
don't see how anybody could fail to be en- 
thusiastic about It. I only hope it will not 
drop out of sight after the first round of ap- 
plause.’’ 

Rester Crawford: ‘‘I thought When I read 
that the animals were going to be sold that it 
was much to be regreted that they were going 
out of the city, and I was very glad when the 
Fosr-Disraron undertook to keep them for 
Forest Park. In this country, unfortunately, 
we don’t pay so much attention 
to that sort of i beautiful use- 
ment as we should. In other countries 
they lay great stress on it. In Europe every 
little town has its zoological garden and 
strangers areasked if they have seen itas 
soon as they get in town. I saw in Basle, a 
small Swiss town, the biggest buffalo I ever 
laid eyeson, The animals should be bought. 
The city will not feel the expense, and it will 
be repaid ten-fold,’’ 

John D. Finney: ‘‘The animals ought to be 
bought, and the city has plenty of money to 
buy them. There never was a comptroller 
who didn’t object to any new plan for the 
improvement of the city which involved 
money spending, but after it was decided to 
appropriate the money it was always found. 
An ordinance will have to be passed, of 
course, but I should thiak there would be no 
difficulty at all in putting me through. 
bill should be introduced and passed, and 
then the city should send some officer to the 
auction, and bid in animals that it wants. 

A FRIEND OF THE CHILDREN. 

Mr. Miles Sells, who was standing near Mr. 
Samuel, indorsed the latter’s views and 
added that the city should place the soolog- 
ical department on a good footing for the 
children alone, if for no other reason. A 
zoological garden was one of the greatest de- 
lights as well as one of the best educational 
schools for children. ’ 

ALWAYS FOR sr. LOUIS. 

Mr. Alex Smith, who once enjoyed the dig- 
tinction of being the Presidentof the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, is heartily in favor of the 
project, as he is in regard to every public en- 
terprise of benefit to the city. He thinks the 
city oughtto have the finest parks and the 
most attractive soological garden in the 
country. 

EX-SECRETARY KALB’S VIEWS. 

Mr. G. O. Kalb, who was Secretary of the 
Fair Association for twenty-five years, and 
who was the Superintendent of the Fair 
Grounds at the time the ‘‘Zoo Zoo“ there was 
established, thinks that the city would do well 
to purchase the ruminating animals which 
Park Commissioner Fechter wants for Forest 
Park. Mr. Kalb is in favor of confining the 
collection of animals at Forest Park very 
largely at present to American animals and 
making that a feature ofthe collection. He 
has visited most of the zoological gardens of 
Europe and this country and thinks that no 
large city should be without one. 

WOULD LIKE TO 8EE IT. 

Mr. H. O. Haarstick, ex-President of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, said: Lam in favor 
ofit. The expense would, of course, be a 
question, but there can be no doubt that a 
zoological garden is a good thing for a @ty: 
It educates the children, and they like to go 
there, and so do the grown folks. Yes, I have 
seen the most of the big zoological gardens of 
Europe and that of Central Park, New York, 
and certainly think they do a great deal of 
good, and I should like to see St. Louis have 
one of the same kind.“ 

WANTS A GOOD ONE OR NONE, 

Mr. John W. Kaufman, ex-president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, said: ‘*I would very 
much like to see St. Louis have a good 200 
logical garden, such as the one in Central 
Park in New York City, but Iam not in favor 
of having a poor one, only the fag end of a 
good one, and if we can’t have a good one 1 
would rather not have any at all.

Promptly at the hour appointed the chapel 
of the Good Shepherd’s Convent was com:

When the choir sang the Sis- 
ters of the Good Shepherd entered the 
chapel and knelt, whilst following them came 
the nine novices who were to receive the 
black veil, and two by two they followed the 
procession of the fair young brides of Uhrist, 

THE COSTUMES. 

These young ladies were all beautifully at- 
tired. They wore gowns of white mull and 
silk, made with trains, the graceful skirts 
and cloge-fitting bodices made in the latest 
decree of fashion. Jewels flashed in their 
ears and at their throats, and to the stylishly 
coiffured hair was fastened a tulle veil, which 
fell like a cloud to the hem of the train. 
On each head was worn an orange blos 
som crown, and each candidate bore in 
her hand a candle. The sight was a splendid 
one, and advancing to their places, the 
twelve white robed brides began the sacri- 
fice of renunciation, After the ven 
Creator’’ had been sung with the 
sermon following, the candidates 
proceeded tothe grating, where they made 
application, and Father Brady blessing their 
candles, asked each what she desired in the 
formula: 

My daughter, what do you ask?“ 

‘‘Task for the holy habit of this order, 
Ste. 

Immediately after this the brides of Christ 
retired to the convent, where they changed 
their splendid attire and jewels forthe simple 
habit of the sister and also sacrificed to the 
scissors their wealth of hair. During their 
absence the novices who had served theirtwo 
years’ trial took their places at the grating 
and were given the scapular, silver heart, 
and crucifix of the fully received sister of the 
Good Shepherd. To their habit was added 
the black veil and the large mantle which 
completes the costume of the order. Father 
Brady handed each article to the Mother of

There has never been a year when crops 
generally throughout the entire breadth of 
the State have been better than this year, 
or when prospects were better for 
good prices. From the statistics just re- 
ceived by our department, I estimated the 
aggregate value of the output of Kansas 
farms, overand above the amount necessary 
to supply the needs of farmers, to be $90,000,- 

000. After the farmer has paid all his ex- 
penses there will still remain as the net pro- 
ceeds about $65,000,000, to go toward liquida- 
ting the indebtedness of Kansas farms. From 
trustworthy authority I have learned that the 
county and municipal bonds of Kansas are 
paid promptly at the fiscal agency in this 
city, and many counties have paid their 
bonds before they are due.

This would 
mean that the farmer, instead of being able to 
store his wheat until he is ready to tzell it, 
must sell when he goes to market whether 
the price suits him or not. Private elevators 
could not store wheat for others, but would 
Dave to buy all they stored. The elevator 
companies object to the forced reduction in 
storage rates as calculated to make the bus! 
ness unprofitable, and it is for this reason 
principally that they are seriousiy consider- 
ing becoming private houses. The com- 
panies also object to making daily reports of 
business to the Rallroad Commissioners 
from all stations, as the new 
law requires, on the ground 
that the men in charge of the elevators are 
not book-keepers and the companies do not 
feel it necessary to go the expense of em- 
ploying bookkeepers for the purpose. Even 
if the elevators remain public thig feature 
would probably be fought.

„Help! Help! I’m in the sewer!’’ 

The sudden ery rose from the corner of 
Forty -fourth street and Easton avenue about 
8o’clock last Thursday night. It was a cry 
of mortal terror, tor the lips from which it 
came were those of a young girl 


who was indeed struggling in the 
foul and noisome stream of the sewer up to 
her neck, and who was unable to escape from 
the horrible land. The cry reached no ears 
of citizens in chat gather lonely locality, and 
for a few moment there was a struggle. 
against the open banks ot the sewer, which 
has rarely been equalled in the way of un- 
usual adventure. There were two parties to 


the struggle, one the young girl in the rewer, 
the other a female companion who stood 
upon its edge trying all in her power to help 
her unfortunate comrade out. At last she 
succeeded by a herculean effort and with 
much scrambling there stood upon the street 
at her side a figure that defied description. 
Bedraggied, black with mud and frightful 
slime, the terrible stuff covering her to the 
very neck, the girl rescued from the sewer 
stood crying bitterly, a mile from home, after 
an experience that would have tried the 
strongest of men. 
AN UNFORTUNATE DOMESTIC. 

The girl who had just had such a narrow 
escape from a horrible death was pretty Cora 
Connelly. She was a domestic employed in 
the family of Mr. J. A. Macarty, living at 
No. 4111 Olive street. Accompanied by 4 
young friend whose name is not given, 
Cora Connelly had been down town after her 
day's work was over to get two new dresses 
which she had just had made for 
herself, and was on the way home when the 
peculiar accident happened. The two com- 
panions had made a call on another friend in 
the neighborhood of Porty-fourth and Easton 

venue. Leaving the friend’s house they 

A started to walk acrossthe distance over 
to Olive street, Cora carrying the bundle 
containing her two new dresses, 
There were no sidewalks 
were keeping along the 
the street. While they were talking side by 
side, suddenly the companion saw Cora 
Connelly stumble, try to catch herself, throw 
out her arms wildly, and then disappear from 
sight. The next moment the wild cry of 
girlish fright followed. Cora had fallen into 
the open sewer, and was clutching at its 
earth sides when her comrade caught the 
first glimpse of her. For a brief length of 
time the companion was afraid to 
venture to the treacherous place to offer as- 
sistance, and Cora made a desperate effort to 
extricate herself from her frightful position. 
But the banks of the open sewer gave way 
beneath her hands as fastas she placed her 
weight upon them and she was fast losing her 
strength to no purpose. Then the compan- 
ion venturned to the edge and grasped the 
outstretched hands of the poor girl. she final - 
ly dragged her so far out of the loathsome 
paol that Cora was enabled to regain her foot- 
ing and stand at last upon firm ground. 
Strange to say, also, the poor girl rescued 
her two pretty dresses, but irrevocably 
ruined from their horrible bath. 
ITIABLSE FIGURE. 

Then, safe from the sewer, there was the 
prospect of the long walk home in her 
draggied and reeking garments, Nothing else 
than to walk was possible, for there was no 
help near in the way of a vehicle, and so the 
two girls, one with clothing so heavy that 
she could hardy support its weight, started 
on the journey. Shortly before 9 o'clock Cora 
appeared at the Macarty residence, a sorry 
and unpleasant figure. Her plight and her 
story caused the greatest excitement, and 
the neighbors crowded in tothe Macartys’ 
bome. But as speadily as possible the 
poor girl was allowed to divest herself of her 
elothing, bathe, ana don garments. less offen- 
sive than those which had just gone through 
the ordeal of the sewer.’’ 

Had it not been for my friends help, 
Cora Connelly said. ‘‘I should have died 
in a few moments, for! was rapidly suffoca- 
ting, and could scarcely breathe when I at 
last got out. Oh, it was a horrible expe. 
rience!’’ 

MAY SUB THE CITY. 

It is likely that the unfortunate mishap may 
result ina suit for damages being brought 
against the city by Miss Connelly, as she is 
now being urged to that course by her em 
ployers and the neighbors. The poor gir! 
was sick for three days after as a result of 
her plange into the sewer and is still weak 
and unstrung. The clothing she wore and 
the two new dresses she carried were 
completely ruined, and are described by 
neighbors as having been in a horrible con 
nition when poor Miss Connelly staggered 
into the Macarty residence after her trying 
walk home. The girl is at present living 
with relatives near Twenty -second and Wasn 
streets, as the Macarty family have gone

JUDGE SEAY’S WRIT. 


Seizure of Cattle on the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Reservations Ordered. 


KINGFISHER, O. T., Aug. 5.— Hon. A. J. 
Seay, Associate Justice of the Territorial 
Supreme Court,ordered seized all the cattle on 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservations not 
owned bythe Indians. The men affected are 
the large cattlemen of the district. The writ 
was the result of a suit brought against them 
and which resulted in a decision that they 
were liable toa penalty of $100 per head and 
the seizure of their stock. The Marshal is 
ordered to hold the stock until disposed of by 
law and to command the owners to a ar 
before the session of the court to be held at 
Kingfisher, Oct. 20. Two hundred thousand 
head of cattle are involved, anda big legal 
battle will önsue. 


CHICAGO’S CRIS1Is. 


The City’s Water Fund Is Exhausted—In 
a Bad Fix. 

Coed, III., Aug. 5.—The city water fund 
is exhausted and a crisis is threatened. 
Vouchers presented by the contractors on the 
great tunnel have not been paid and the 
contractors threaten to stop the work on the 
conduit that is to supply the thousands 
World's Fair visitors with water. The lead - 
ing officials are away and several of the 
minor authorities held a conference to-day 
to find a way out of the difficulty.

The City Treasurer 
returns to-day and he may furnish money at 
his own risk, otherwise the situation will re- 
main unchanged until November.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE SECOND BASE- 
MEN OF THE COUNTRY. 


Opinion the Cleveland Spiders Have of the 


Give the Bostons Their First Shut-Out 
—Smooth Dave Pulsifer—Eon Defeated 
by Diablo—Sporting News. 


The work of ‘‘Cub’’ Stricker at second base 
for the Boston team during the past series 
in this city has opened the eyes of many of 
the cranks to the fact that Stricker is putting 
up one of the finest fielding games at second 
base on the di mond this year. Striker has 
been playing ball for fifteen years, and was 
at one time connected with the 
old St. Louis Browns, which 
included among its members Deasley, 
McGinnis, Comiskey, the Gleason brothers, 
Tom Dolan, Fred Lewis and Hugh Nicol. 
Stricker and Comiskey are about the only 
members of the team left who are playing 
ballin the League or Association. Stricker 
after leaving St. Louis went to the Athletics 
and was there a number of years; then he 
disappeared entirely for some time, 
until Pittsburg deserted the  Associa- 
tion and a team was organized at 


‘Cleveland. Stricker again appearedand was 
made captain of the aggregation. He was 
with the Cleveland team in that capacity un- 
tiljthe Brotherhood wasjorganized, when he 
joined that organization. He was the first 
player secured by the Association mana- 
gersin Boston when it was determined to 
put an opposition team in that city. Stricker 

has been playing the flelding game of his life 
this season, and has also been batting hard. 
Second base is one ofthe most difficult posi- 
tions on a club, and good second basemen are 
scarce. Such men as Danny“ Richardson 
of New York, ‘‘Hub’’ Collins of Brooklyn, 
Fred“ Pfeffer of Chicago, McPhee of Cin- 
cinnati, Bierbauer of Pittsburg and Joe Quinn 
of the Boston League team have been playing 
the bag for years and are considered the 
cream ofthe profession. It would be hard 
to pick out from the above 
the. best. When Hardie Richardson 
covered second for Detroit he was consid- 

ered one of the kings ofthe position. He 
does not care to play second, however, the 
outfield being more to his liking. Fred 
Dunlap, who started out with Washington 
this season, but broke his leg last May, 
was the king pin of them all 
at one time but was such a 
disorganizer that his value was diminished 
considerably. Robinson used to put upa fair 
fielding game for the Browns, but was un- 
reliable in many ways. Eagan, who is now 
looking after the bag, is playing well. 
Childs,a new man who covered it for 
Cleveland, is playing splendidly, and 
if he Keeps up his present 
record will rank up among the stars. 
Stricker, though, as stated above, is playing 
the star game of his life at the base this sea- 
son, which is phenomenal, considering the 
man’s age. His base-running and general 
batting is surprising to everybody who keeps 
a close watch on the game. 

WHAT THE‘‘SPIDERS’’ SAY OF THE ‘‘PIRATES.’’ 

Things are different to what they used to 
be,’’ said one of the Oleveland players to a 
Pittsburg Press man. Down South in the 
spring the Pittsburg players were very care- 
ful about being seen on the streets in daylight 
with us, as they were all players, and we— 
well, we were dubs. They paraded around 
the streets with their chests thrown out, ana 
talked about young blood experiments, old 
stiffs and such like. The people about the 
hotels imagined they had a salary of $5,000 
apiece, and that they could not spend their 
money fast enough up North. Well, we beat 
them in a majority of games we played down 
there, but they made light about that, 
claiming their pitchers did not want to let 
themselves out and get disabled before the 
championship season opened.

Never you mind what it 
is, we are playing winning balland are sure 
to finish the season aheadof your aristo- 
crats.’’
